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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, the recitation that the high-elasticity base material has an "upper range" 
Poisson ratio and Young's modulus is indefinite because it is not known what values applicant 
would consider "upper range." Thus, the public would not be able to ascertain how high the ratio 
must be in order to infringe the claim. Also, for this reason, it is impossible at this time to make a 
comparison of these claims with the prior art. It would be impossible to ascertain whether a 
given prior art reference anticipated these claims. 

Response to Arguments 
1. Applicant's arguments filed January 28, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant states that a person of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that a 
material having an upper range Poisson ratio "would encompass any elastomer having a 
Poisson's ratio approaching 0.5." But this only raises the question of what would constitute a 
number "approaching" 0.5. Applicant does not specify how close to 0.5 a Poisson ratio must be 
to qualify as "upper range." Would 0.45 be considered "upper range"? What about 0.3? It is 
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necessary that the claim language paint a bright line that the public knows it cannot cross. In this 
case, the public has no way of knowing when it has infringed the claim. 

Applicant cites two U.S. patents that are also vague about what constitutes an upper range 
Poisson's ratio. It is noted, though, that the paragraphs cited were taken from the written 
description, not from the claims. 

Regarding the Young's modulus, the statement from the specification is granmiatically 
incorrect, and therefore confusing. It is unclear whether Applicant intends to say that the 
Young's modulus must be at least 2,000 psi. The use of the plural suggests this, but it is unclear. 

Conclusion 

2, All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14.
